chise shall be denied or abridged in any 
State on account of race or color, all per- 
sons of such race or color shall be excluded 
from tbe basis of representation. 

Mr. Sumner presented a memorial of the

General Bragg’s Report. 

The official report of General Bragg, on 
his Kentucky campaign, which wc find ta a 
fete number ot tbe Memphis Bulletin, wc 
place in full before the readers of the Cou- 
rier this morning. It will be perused with 
general interest. Tbe Cincinnati Commer- 
cial, in speaking of it, says: 

This lt a document that interests all who 
study the history of the war, and it lias 
something of local importance. General 
Bragg shows that bis order* to bring ou the 
battle of Perry ville early in the morning 
were disobeyed, and claims that if the blow 
bad been delivered according to ordere, he 
might have ent up Bnell's army In detail. 
His report was written nnder tbe impres- 
sion that he fought two of Buell's corps at 
Perryville, which is a mistake. 

McCook’s cor]w was not aassisted in that 
fight until at the close of the day a brigade 
or two came in on bis right. Bragg was 
mistaken as to tbe position of Buell’s army, 
which was not scattered for sixty miles, 
but so well together that if It bad been 
bandied in good style, (the two cor;« on 
tbe right thrown npon Bragg's rear, while 
he was pressing McCook,) it woald have 
finished tbe rebel army of the Tennessee. 
Tbe rebel General exposed his army to 
utter destruction, and General Bnell failed 
to Improve his opportunity. There wus bad 
generalship on both sides' 

Gen. Bragg's Kentucky campaign was a 
wretched failure and should have been suf- 
ficient to have placed that quarrelsome 
officer on the shelf for tbe balance of the 
war. Bragg while in Kentucky niim^d 
several opportunities of striking Bucti stag- 
gering if not fetal blows. After heading 
Bnell ta the race from Tennessee and cap- 
taring the garrison at Mnnfordville, Bragg, 
in the most accommodating spirit, stepped 
aside, and, without the slightest effort 
to interrupt him, permitted Buell to 
pass on by the main road, and to meet 
the heavy reinforcements that were 
awaiting him at Louisville. Subsequently 
Bragg was implored by bis Generals to con- 
centrate his forces at Perryville and strike 
Buell a stunning blow; but he bad only 12,C30 
men, there who made probably the beat fight 
of the war against McCook with 25,000 
men, who were saved from annihilation by 
reinforcements sent to him late in tbe day. 
Many in position most competent to judge, 
believe that to Bragg's bad disposition — for 
he was always quarreling with his subor- 
dtaste officers — his willfulness, his incom- 
pctency and his imbecility, more than to any 
other one cause was due the failure of the 
Confederacy. His Kentucky campaign, 
which those who ought to know thought 
should have been fruitful of grand 
results for the South, was made a disaster 
by his inefficiency, for it was the grand 
turning point ta the fortunes of tbe war. 
By it he lost to the South an army of fifty 
thousand men, while, if he had maintained 
his ground here, as it is believed he was 
abundantly able to do if he bad used bis 
power with only ordinary judgment, he 
would have bad accessions to his army to 
toe extent of fifty or one hundred thousand 
new volnnteers. But Providence, for his 
own wise and good purposes, need Bragg 
as a succcsstul instrument for accomplishing 
the overthrow of the rebellion.

The Five States Company. — Tbe Lex- 
ington Observer and Reporter states tbe 
Five States Petroleum Company have met 
with success iu finding oil at the depth of 
one hundred and thirty feet, at Slick Ford 
Well, on Otter Creek, Wayne county, Ky. 
The oil is of very superior quality, and is 
being produced in quantities highly remun- 
erative.

A Cincinnati company is 
bortag four wells on Hickory Creek, and 
one on Barren Fork of Collins’ river. The 
last named well is within tbe corporate 
limits of tbe town of McMinnville. One of 
the wells is now over two hundred feet 
down. 

The Great Southwestern Company are 
boring a well near McMinnville, and several 
parties from Ohio are at work on Collins’ 
river. All the wells have, at different 
times, yielded small quantities of oil, and 
the most aatisfactory results are anticipated 
as soon as a sufficient depth is reached. The 
people around McMinnville are infected 
with “oil on the brain,’’ and arc determined 
to thoroughly develop the petroleum lands 
of that vicinity.

One great objection urged 
against one candidate was that his record 
for undcviating loyalty was rather quewtion- 
able— that in the early part of the present 
struggle he had “rebel’’ proclivities, and of 
course It would not do to send him to a 
convention that would be composed of 
strictly loyal men! 

Death op the Oldest Inhabitant. — 
The Danville Advocate announces the death 
on Friday night last, at the residence of 
Mrs. Geo. Spear in Boyle county, of Mr. 
John Spear. He was born in Rockbigham 
county, Va., on the ISth of April, 1771, and 
was, therefore, almost ninety-five years old. 
Although too young to hear arms as a 
soldier during the Revolutionary struggle, 
yet be was with the patriot army as an as- 
sistant in charge of a wagon. He witnessed 
the surrender of Cornwallis at York town 
to the combined armies of France and the 
Colonies, and had a distinct remembrance 
of many of the stirring events of “the 
tlmas that tried men’s souls.’’ He emigrated 
to Kentucky about 1796, and settled in Lin- 
coln county at a time when the white and 
red man were engaged in a struggle for the 
mastery of the “Dark and Bloody Ground,” 
Re afterwards settled in Fayette county, 
wberu he remained until a few years since, 
when he became a resident of Boyle county. 
Mr.Spears possessed a vigorous constitution, 
was honest and upright in all his transac- 
tions, and was firm and decided in his 
principles. He was a member of the Re- 
form Church, and was liberal Id tlie support 
of all its institutions. He died in the fall 
assurance of an eternal rest a tier a long 
and useful life.

Fortress Monroe, Jan. 15, 1856. 

Maj. Gen. Mllc3, commanding the fort 
and district, yesterday received tin order 
from the Secretary of War, directing the 
immediate discharge of all Government 
employes formerly In the rebel service, and 
to see to it tlmt they speedily render them 
selves invisible hereabout. The order went 
a step further than this. Against all per- 
sons in private business or employ, or 
fouud In anv capacity within the precincts 
of the point, who had done the Confedera- 
cy service in the days of its struggling re- 
volt, this ban of ostracism was likewise di- 
rected. Of course the first thing was to 
find how many would come under this or- 
der. While the heads of the F.ngineer, 
Ordnance, Quartermaster, and Commissary 
Departments w»rs making out their list of 
employes once in the lebcl service, and 
making their own verbal explanations to 
the Commanding General, stores, shops, 
boarding and lodgiug houses were being 
searched for quondam bearers of Confeder- 
ate muskets and wearers of Confederate 
gray. 

THE OSTRACISED. 

Among all the departments about twenty - 
live were reported as entitled to tickets of 
leave under the mandatory telegram irom 
Secretary Stanton referred to above. Most 
of these came from the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. At the head of this gang was a clerk 
In one of the workshops, a detymt young- 
ster, who has made himself very conspic- 
uous by devoted persistence in wearing his 
rebel uniform. Among the throng was also 
a sou of the Rev. Dr. Cliivis, Post Chap- 
lain here for a good many years past, lie 
was in the Tredegar Iron Works at Rich- 
mond during the early part ot the war and 
a member of Ibe Tredegar Guard. But, 
for all this, his father »eys that he never 
fired a gun against a Union soldier, and is 
as flimly loyal to-diy as the most loyal man 
in the country. Included in this list is, 1 j 
am told, pne obtaining his situation here ; 
by a special written application of Lieu 1 
tenant General Grant. Jt is likely tlie order | 
mav prove severe and unjust upon some, 
but it made no exceptions, and had to he 
carried out to the letter. Some are married 
and have families here. It is upon this 
doss especially the orderproves the hardest. 
Most are young men, and they assume a 
careless indifference at being sent away. 
mode or EXIT. 

Not particularly comforting or flattering 
was the mode of departure meted out to 
these whllome shining lights of the Con- 
federacy. A mounted guard from the fort 
acted as their escort. They we.e marched 
together across Mill creek bridge, and thence 
to Himptcwi, from which place they arc to 
find their way to remote regions elsewhere 
with the utmost possible dispatch. 

THE BY-WAYS AND HEDGES. 

The search outside the Government de- 
partment work-shops was not very remu- 
nerative. A store— where Arnold', one of 

the Lincoln assassination conspirators, was 
formerly employed— it was thought would 
suffer in its clerical force by this order; 
but it so happens that the store has re- 
cently changed proprietors, and its present 
clerks are all loyaL Only two were 
gathered up outside. One of these was the 
agent of the National Express, opening his 
ollice here only a lew days since. This gcu- 
tleman joined in the ingrch to Hampton; 
but subsequently took steamer to Rich- 
mo id, where he was doubtless going to ic- 
port <o the ex-rebel General Johnston, Presl- 
dert of bis company, for instructions in the 
premises. 

A SUPPLEMENTARY ORDER. 

An order supplementary to the one 
above meutioned has been iasned. This 
latter order prohibits the employment 
within the Fortress grounds in future of 
any one serving the rebels hi :t»y capacity 
during the war, and also forbids allowing 
any such to land here. 

OBJECT OP THE REBEL BANISHMENT, 

It is of ' oursc clear why the orders 1 
have described have bacn ’ issued. Fore- 
most the politic and palpable object is to 
throw additional hinurancc in the way of 
carrying to successful end tlie alleged plot 
to rescue Jeff. Dai -s from prison. If such 
plot exists the easiest way to carry It out is 
throngu help from within the Fortress, 
through the Aid of traitors in tlie camp. To 
weed out all such possible traitors In and 
abont the fort was the obvious design of 
the first order, and that of the second to 
prevent any future foothold being gained 
ITcrc by awe i>art of the conspirators. It is 
not uulikely that befoic .lie thing is through 
with there will be more weeding still to be 
doue, and most thorough searching of 
secords and antecedents. A6 tlie ease 
stands those who would rescue Davis must 
bravely face the music, and submit them- 
selves a sacrifice as cheerfully as that far- 
famed band at the renowned gates of 
Thcbos.

“to nunr from Bardstown with his whole 
svnitabfo force, by way of Bloomfield, to 
ward Frankfort, to strike the enemy in 
flank and rear,’’ and informed him that 
Major General 8niiih would attack in front. 

When received at Bardstown on the 8d, 
the General submitted this order, which is 
not mentioned in hh report (see exhibit No. 
1) to a council of wing and division com- 
lnandcra. and determined to move as orig- 
inally instructud by me on leaving Bards 
town. 

Fortunately, notice of this determination 
reached meat Frankfort, in time to prevent 
the movement against the enemy’s front by 
General Smith; hut it necessitated fin entire 
change tn my plan®, the abandonment of 
the capital, ana the pm lial uncovering and 
ultimate loss of our stores at Lexington. 
Not doubting that some imperative necessi- 
ty, uiknowm to me, existed with tlie Gen 
cral for title departure from instructions, I 
coulormed at <‘Dce to his movements, and 
put General Smith's command In motion, to 
form the junction further south, still cov- 
ering the supplies at Lexington as far as 
practicable. Proceeding rapidly to Harrods- 
burg myself, I was met there by Major- 
General Polk, on the Oth of October, with 
the bead of the column which bad inarched 
from Bardstown on the fid. 

After a full and free conference with the 
General, my fire! views remained unchanged, 
and as be reported to me at midnight of the 
6th of Octot>er t when, inclosing a written 
report from Mayor-General Hardee, at Per- 
ryvillc, “that he did not regard the enemy 
in large strength near there’’ (eee exhibit 
No. 2), I reoeived early on the morning of 
the 7th the orders to concentrate all the 
forces in Iront of the depot at Lexington 
(sec exhi bit No. 3). But before this order 
was pnt in fall operation information was 
received that the enemy, in limited force, 
was pressing upon General Hardee at Per 
ryvillc; that he was no where concentrated 
against us, but was moving by separate col- 
umns; his right (sec map herewith marked 
A) was near Lebanon, a corps In front of 
PerryvHte, and his left, two entire corps, 
extending by way of Macksville to Frank- 
fort . a line of at least sixty miles. This pre- 
sented an opportunity, 'which I promptly 
srteed, of striking him In del-ill. 

Accordingly, written orders were given 
to Major General Polk, dated Harrodsburg, 
Oct. 7, 5:10 p. m. (see exhibit No. 4), to move 
Cheatham's Division, now at Harrodsburg, 
hack to Pcrrvville, and to proceed to that 
point biaitciV. “ attack the enemy immedi- 
ately, rout hisn, and then move rapidly to 
join Major General Smith,” as before' or- 
dered ; and it was- added, “no time should 
be lost in this movement.” Meanwhile, 
during the name day. I had received repeated 
and urgent application® from General Smith 
(near Frankfort!, by express, representing 
the enemy to be in strong force in bis 
immediate front, and earnestly asking for 
reinforcements. Accordingly Withers Di- 
vision had been detached and sent to him 
(before receipt by me of the informslion 
from Perry villa), and was far on tbs way 
thither at the time when the movement *o 
Pcrryville was ordered ; and this will ac- 
count for my being without the bcuefit of 
this Division in tlie battle which ensued 
next day at the latter p’ace. 

Maj. Gen. Polk arrived et Pcrryville with 
Cheatham's Division before midnight of 
the 7th, and the troops were placed hv Gen. 
Hardee in the line of hattie previously es- 
tablished.

Eariy in Jffiy, 1862, under instructions, a 
division of troops, under Major Geucral 
VcCowu. was sent from my headquarters 
at Tupelo, Mississippi, to the Department 
of East Tennessee in the latter )>arl of 
that month it became evident wc were be- 
ing pressed there by a heivy corps or tlie 
enemy, sent from Corinth, under Major 
General Buell. This movement threatened 
the very heart of our country, and was dcs 
ttnad. unless checked immediately, to sever 
our main line of couaecUon between tbo 
East and West. At this time the army in 
Mississippi bad much improved in health 
and strength, and bad progressed rapidly in 
discipline', organization and instruction. 
Leaving a sufficient force, I determined to 
move to Chattanooga, oppose this danger 
our operation of the enemy, and if pracG- 
oable, drive hint • front our imporUtui pro- 
vision oountrv in North Alabama, Middle 
Tennessee aud Kentucky 

Early in August, the infantry force for 
this purpose — four division* — was concen- 
trated near Chattanooga, aud awaited the 
arrival of the artillery, cavalry, and bag 
gage tram, which necessarily moved across 
the country by laud. 

Maior General k. Kirby Smith, Com- 
w au dmg th* Department of East Tennes- 
see, met me by invitation in Chattanooga, 
MM moatga— veualy placed his whole com- 
mand at my disposal It was soon deter- 
mined, upon liia suggestion, that all his 
force should he used to operate upon the 
enemy'* left at Cumberland Gap, and he 
was requested to confer with Brigadier 
General Humphrey Marshall, commanding 
in boutbwesiera Virginia, with whom he 
was already in corre*j>ondeuce, to secure his 
eo-r*perafi©Ti also in the movement. 

After returning to Knoxville, Genera! 
Smith aakea tor further assistance, and two 
fine brigade* under Brigadier General P. R.

sent to him. in addition to the division 
which had gone from Tupelo The balance 
of my immediate command, the Armv of 
the Miesisaiiqd. divided between Major 
General* Polk and Hardee, made every 
preparation, and awaited ontv its luggage 
train and artillery to cross the Tennessee 
river, and npon its arduous and perilous 
campaign over the mountains dividing East 
and Middle Tennessee. 

The movement of the artillery and wagons 
across the mountain region ot North Ala- 
bama baring been successfully accomplish- 
ed. fete in August we commenced crossing 
the rivet at Chattanooga, with very limited 
means Tw eocrty . with a hugely snpe: lor 
tore* occupied the lines of the railroads 
from Deenuir u> Bridgeport. Alabama, from 
Decatur to Nm ville, and from Nushvillc to 
fttevenson. with large detached command* 
at McMinm ilk* and Cumberland Gap.

From unofficial 
source*. I wue led to fear the existence of 
serious misapprehension in regard to the 
position and strength of tbe enemy's forces 
nour PerrvviUs, ss well a* to the location of 
onr supplies, supposed to be at Bryants- 
vllle, when, in truth, but two days’ rations 
for the army had yet reached that point. 

Having ordered the attack, snd that no 
time should be lost, I was concerned at not 
betring the comm -bcent of tbe engagement 
early in the morning, but waa mneu relieved 
for the time, l>y receiving from Gen. Polk a 
note, dated Pereyville, 6, a. m., 8th October, 
informing ine that the enemy’s pickets ooih- 
mencod tiring at daybreak, and that he 
should bring on the engagement vigorously. 
(8ee Exhibit No. 6.) 

To my surprise, however, no gun wa® 
heard, and on my arrival, about 10 a. m , I 
was Informed that it was determined not to 
attack, bnt to assume the “defensive offen- 
sive.” After a hasty rcconnoiseance and 
consultation, orders were given for some 
changes deemed necessary in tbe line ot 
battle, a portion of it. being withdrawn, was 
restored, and Major General Polk wa* or- 
dered to bring on the engagement impa- 
tient at the delay after this order, I dispatch- 
ed a staff officer to repeat it to the General, 
and ao-tn thereaitar, I followed in person, 
and put the troops in motion. 

Major General Buell, commanding the 
forces there in oar immediate front, in his 
official report, says: “j had somewhat ex- 
ported an attack early in the morning on 
Gilbert's cor;*, white U was isolated.’’ 
Those delays Lad postponed tlie action 
until it was now past noon, and a second 
corps of the euctuy (18,000; U*U reached 
the field. 

The general offices* at the meeting abont 
daylight, (see General Polk's report,) who 
resolved on this delay, must have acted

My official records show that ray loss in 
killed and wounded from August 4ib, 18C4, 
to January 1st, 1863, was 13,831, and Gen- 
eral Early's loss was lnilv twice as great if 
not greater; consequently we cau safely 
estimate his casualties at °5,f >1 men. I 
also enclose herewith a statement by Lien- 
tenant McKee, of the United 8tatci Ord- 
cance Corps, exhibiting a list of one hundred 
and one pieces of field artillery captured from 
Genera 1 , Early’s command in the Shenan- 
doah Valley from Augfcst 4th, 1S64, to .>au- 
uary 1st, 1865. This statement does not in- 
clude six pieces of artillei/ captured at 
Waynesboro, lour at Greenwood Station, 
two at (’lmrlotiesVdlo, and four at Soath 
Anna Bridge, on my march from Winchester 
to Petersburg, during the months of Febru- 
ary and Marei> 4 1SC5- General Early’s state- 
ment that he had about 1600 men ut 
Waynesboro, i» hard to reconcile with the 
flict that over 1400 mon of his command 
were captured at that engagement ; and bis 
estimate of nly forces is incorrect, but tliat 
may be considered a pardonable error.
